V SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL/COMMITTEE. 


It bepomes the duty of the Superintending School Committee, 


at the close of the municipal year, to lay before you a report on 
the Btale of the public schools in the City. 


i 
, In compliance with this duty, we respectfully submit to you a 


brief review of the present condition' of the schools and tfycir 
wants for the ensuing year. 


At the commencement of the spring term, Ihe teachers of the 


annual schools word-all, except Mr. S. Bowler who had charge 
of the Select school for boys, continued in their respective 
schools. 
He declined further engagement. A gentleman of 


enlarged experience in teaching, who was fiVorably known to 
some members of your committee, from the fact of his having, 
very satisfactorily, taught one of tho District schools, the pre- 
vious winter, was selected as his successor. Owing to some 
untoward circumstances, his success did not' equal nis wishes, 
nor our expectations. After remaining in the 
, school about two 


months, he resigned and withdrew from thes school. We at- 
tribute hiS|Wantof success to the concurrence of several unfor- 
tunate circumstances, which it was impossible for him to control, 
and for which he whs not responsible. 


Mr. James M. Palmer, a graduate of Watcrville cpllege, was 


appointed to tho vacancy made by his resignation. The school 
Sn. i 
Judicious management, was • soon reduccdto order.— 
Thojads under his care are not surpassed in obedience ahd pro 
pnety of conduct by those in any other echool|in thacity. Mr. 
Palmer has an aptness in teaching, as well aa in governing a 
school. We cheerfully recommend him to the favorable con- 
sideration of our successors. . 


_We consider ourselves as having been very fortunate in ob- 


taining good female, teachers for the sevcra^ -District schools 
during the summer term. They all labored faithfully, and gave 
very general satisfaction in their several schools. Wo were not 
equally successful in our selections for the winter schools. A 
young gentleman of talent and education, was employed for the 
school jji District No. 2. He remained in the school two weeks, 
and resigned. 
He failed in securing proper| discipline. His 


successor manifests much energy in the management of his 
school.

District No. 3 hoS-Jnd three teachers in succession. The 


first and second resignod>pri the alleged grouiJ of_ ill health.— 
It w.ould seem that tho climatojn that section of tlie city is not 
very salubrious. The third, however, his he d his way for the 
remainder of the term, and was a very acceptable teacher. 


Some difficulty arose in the carlj^part of the school near 


Mount Hope, from toe indiscretion or a foV^saffectcd persons. 
Complaints of rashness' and an unj^jib' severity,' were made 
against tho teacher. 
( After a full "investigation of the case, he 
was unanimously sustained by the committeD, and exonerated ' 
from all blame. The persons whoprcfered Ihe charges were 
present at the im estigation, and withl one exception, cheerfully 
acquiesced{in our decision. The dissatisfied person withdrew 
his children from the school; but it went in quietly and' profita- 
bly thq remainder of, the term. The-children withdrawn, not 
only lost the benefits of a good school, but they received a great 
injury by the encouragement given th<5m to find fault with their • 
teachers. No discreet parent, who duly regards the welfare of 
his children, can, for a moment, indulge them in this pernicious 
habit. The1 chdd who is unduly indulged in it, is ruihe.d, or if 
he isl not, itr is not the merit of his parent.

Tho schools, at the City Mills, are in a flourishing^ Condition. 


The large scholars were under the instruction of Mr.'J. W. 
Coombs, who evinced much tact and skill as a teacher. He has 
a hippy way in awakening and quickening the dormant faculties 
in the minds of his pupils, and, at the same time, of securing 
their obediepcc and respect. 
r* 


The schools in the city proper, were never in a better condi- 


tion. The recant examinations were higily satisfactory. 
It 


may not be improper to remark in this connection, that the ex- I. 
animations are what they purport to be. They are no.t public \ 
shows gotupj for' effect, in which the pupils are made to perform, 
the parts of automatons, for the amusement of tlie spectators. As 
the committee usually conduct the examinations, no scholar can 
know, Itiforehand, in what portion of his exercises he will be 
called to\recitp, or what questions will be put to him. Yet tho 
readiness with which the questions are usually answered, evinces 
clearly enough, that the scholar has been 'Well and thoroughly 
taught. Wo think there has been, within the year, a decTdcd 
improvement in accuracy and thoroughness in every branch of 
study pursued in our public schools. 


During thq past year we have been very much gratified with 


tho increased attention to the important subject of correct and 
elegant reading. Tho children in the primary schools are better 
readers now, than those in the second or third grade of schools, 
were a few years ago. Perhaps they do not know the names of 
so many hard words, but they can call those they do know by 
their proper names, and pronounce them corrqctly and intelligibly. 
The modulation of the voice is also cultivated. This is as it 
should be. It isinot enough that the,words of a composition be • 
simply pronounced. The proper employment of pause, empha- 
sis and varied intonations to express the sense and spirit of an 
author, is, in fact, a great study, ,and when attained, is a great 
accomplishment. 
' During the las^ term, Professor Mandeville, of Hamilton Col- 
lege, New York, gave a course of lectures on the subject, which 
were generally attended by our teachers. 
So far ifs wo have 


become, acquainted with his system and method of, teaching, and 
with the course of reading books prepared by him, they meet 
our entire approbation. There are some serious defects inlall 
the reading books now and formerly used in our schools. 
We 


• think Mandeville's scries would be preferable to those now in 


use; and we, would respectlully call the attention of our succes- 
sors to the consideration of thp subject of introducing them into 
our schools. 
• 


There has also been, within'tho year, considerable improve- 


ment in the deportment of the 'scholars in most of onr schools. 
Th^y have, with few exceptions, been quiet and orderly. Hard- 
ly a case of stubbornness has occurred in any one of our annual 
schools during the winter term. The young men in the A ppren- 
ticcs School, particularly, have been very regardful of the rules 
of propriety, while in attendance at school. 


But notwithstanding the excellence of onr Schools, thrr»> is 


much juvenile depravity in the city. Profanity is very common 
among the boys and youth. Many lads are BO addicted to the 
use of profane language, that they, apparently, we not an ire 
when they indulge it We are glad to notice that public atten- 
tion has been directed to the subject. It has already done mm h 
good. The boys m several of the schools, have voluntarily Jrau n 
up and signed pledges, agreeing, henceforth, Jo refrain from pro 
fane or vulgar language.
